Wis., Oct. 27.—A state tax 
was levied today to support the state 
government during the next year, in 
addition to the usual amounts that 
are levied for the 
support of tne 
common schools, university and nor- 
mals, tne buildings of--good roads and 
the erection ,of the1 new capitol, r.he 
state levies $1,500.000 'this year ioi 
the support of the; general govern- 
ment. Secretary of Scale John 
S. 


Donald sent a certificate ,o£' apportion- 
ment to each. county 
today, stating 


the amount to be collected arid the 
purposes tor whicb it is collected. 
Over Seven Million. 
The total tax levied this year ag- 
gregates $7,635,318 and is made up as 
follows:

"All the above 
amounts 
are for 
education and highway, with the ex 
ception ,of those for new capitol and 
general purposes, and are returned to 
the people either dirctly or indirectly, 
with additional moneys," says Secre- 
tary Donald in a letter to the county 
clerks 
accompanying the 
certificate 
of levy. "The levy of $1,500,000 for 
general purposes, is unusual, and it 
is, therefore, proper that the taxpay- 
ers of the state should make special 
inquiry into it. The levy seemed nec- 
essary after careful consideration of 
the

statement 
of genera' 


fund 
receipts 
and 
disbursements 
which showed that there 
wou'd be 


an estimated 'balance on- hand July 
1. 19'M of $710,818 without the levy 
of a special tax.

Purpiose of Recessions. 
"As there seems to be E.o'me misap- 
prehension in the public mind as to 
the meaning of the term "tax remis- 
sion,' it is proper here' to state that 
when there is a surplus in the gener- 
al ftmd of the stale, (that is to say. 
a sum of 
money 
in excess of that 
needed to meet usual demands) the 
governor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer may apply this surplus on 
the state tax. Jn other words, certain 
authorized levies, to the amount thai 
.can be spared 
from the state treas- 


ury, 
are not made upon 'the general 
property of the state, and the taxpay- 
ers are to that extent relieved from 
taxation. 


"For example,'in 191" no tax was 
levied for the new capitol, university 
and normal schools. 
These amounts, 
which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have been paid directly by "the 
taxpayers of the state were drawn 
from the general fund instead. This 
is what is commonly known as a 
'tax remission.' 
Within the past ten 
years $8,658,410 
of the state 
taxes 
have been remitted in this manner." 
Secretary of State Donald called a 
meeting of the other two members ol 
the board last Saturday. 
The confer- 
ence was held in the governor's office 
and it was decided to make the levy 
.that was announced by the state de- 
partment today.

State's Lawyers Carefully Cover in 


Cross Examination Direct Tes- 


timony of the Defendant.

Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. Jen- 
nie May Eaton resumed the stand for 
cross examination today in her trial 
for the murder of her husband, Rear 
Admiral Joseph G. Baton. 
Mrs. Eaton was questioned for six 
hours last Saturday and under 
the 
guidance 
oE. her attorney, William 
Morse, told a story of tender care for 
her husband and consistent devotion 
to him. She 
denied 
that she had 
given him poison and testified that 
his frequent dabbling with 
subtle 
drugs and persistent liquor drinking 
had taxed 'her patience and made her 
fear for her life. 
Today district Attorney Barker led 
her over this story dissecting it in an 
effort to find some flaw which would 
strengthen the government's conten- 
tion that she gave the admiral a bev- 
erage containing a deadly poison. 


At the suggestion of the district at- 
torney medical examiner Oilman T. 
Osgood of Rockland sat at a table in 
plain view of the defendant. Dr. Os- 
good, who lias devoted much, time to 
a study of insanity jotted down notes 
of his observations of the witness. 


CANADIAN PREMIERS 


CONFER IN OTTAWA 


Deliberations and Conclusions Will be 


Altogether of an Advisory Char- 


acter.

Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 27.—Av confer- 
ence of the" premiers of the various 
Provinces, similar 
in its scope and 
purposes to the 
conference held in 
1910, was begun here today with prac- 
tically a full attendance. 
The impor- 
tance of the conference can scarcely 
be overestimated, notwithstanding the 
fact that 
its 
deliberations and con- 
clusions will be altogether of an ad- 
visory character. 


Occupying first place on the agenda is 
the question of maritime province rep- 
resentation. 
The reapportionment of 
members of the Dominion parliament, 
based upon the census of three years 
ago, showed a loss to all of the eastern 
provinces and- a gain for the western 
provinces. The 
Maritime Provinces 
now desire to protect 
themselves 
against any further loss of representa- 
tion by the working of the population 
unit. To accomplish 
what 
these 
provinces wish, however, 
would re- 
quire in addition to the consent of par- 
piament an amendment to the British 
North American Act. 
In addition to the question of repre- 
sentation the premiers 
will consider 
the matter of the federal subsides, the 
incorporation of interprovincial com- 
panies, and reforms in the judicature 
act calculated to produce uniformity.

27.—France, 
the 
builder of the Suez Canal and first to 
begin the work in Panama, has fol- 
lowed American progress on the Isth- 
mus more earnestly perhaps than any 
other European country. Regret that 
France could not have completed the 
work so nobly conceived tinges the 
appreciative 
comment of French ob- 
servers on the completion of the vast 
enterprise. 


The French government 
has made 
a study of the effects of the opening 
of the 
canal on French commerce.' 
The 
Ministries of the Navy, of Com- 
merce and the Colonies appointed a 
commission of four members. M. Julli- 
diere, engineer 
in the chief. .of the 
board of bridges and 
highways; M. 


Douvry, an. engineer-in the bureau of 
arts and manufacteurers of the minis- 
try of commerce, and two naval offi- 
cers. Lieutenants Hallier 
and Byen- 


ayme, to inquire into the effects of 
the opening of .the canal 
on French 
shipping and trade in general, 
and 
particularly on French 
colonies 
in. 
the Antilles and Oceania. 
The com- 
mission visited the canal 
zone 
and 
the French colonies concerned and 
examined 
and 
sifted 
ail 
immense 
amount of material. 


The 
commissioners, 
after a 
full 
consideration of all the facts at their 
disposal, have reported that 
French 


commerce will not be greatly affected 
by the canal. Only 250.000 tons of 
French shipping will use the new 
route'durng the first year of its open- 
ing, 
nor can 
the 
commission per- 
ceive that tonnage 'passing 
through 
the canal 
will be likely to increase 
greatly, because the .French .mer-can- 
til marine generally 
tends rather to 
ward a reduction than, an expansion. 
England and Germany, 
who hold 
the 
greater nart of the 
maritane 


transport/trade wi'l -be. the principal 
immediate beneficiaries 'of the canal. 
Am'erioa will, in the 
ouinion pf 
but 
the commission, certainly take 
to promote 
a rapid growth of her 
mercantile shipping.

One of the most 
important conse- 
quences of the'opening of the canal, 
the commission finds, will 
be not 
merely to-provide, facilities for exist- 
ing commerce, but 
to create a new 


traffic which will result in the eco- 
nomic conquest of the -Pacific and the 
exploitation of the natural riches of 
the western part of the two American 
continents by the capital and indus- 
try of the eastern states of the Union. 
The canal, the . commission predicts, 
will "profoundly modify the 
situation 


'of 'the -Atlantic arid,, t-ae.-Gulf of Mex-« 
iro ports of the United States from 
the point of view of the world's com- 
merce. When the 
American 
manu- 
facturer'has the same advantage in 
respect to, transport .th,at .ie now has 
in the cost Of' production 
over Ms 
European competitor, 
the . world's 
markets will be his. 
The 
rapidity 


with which .business will increas.e in 
the United States will have'far-reach- 
ing effects .on the v economic 
life. of. 
Europe, which-' will be " obliged 
to- 
trsnsform present-wasteful 
methods 


into a more scientific .use of labor. 


The United States, tie French gov- 
ernment inestigators affirm, 
will ob- 
tain an incalculable . advantage from 
the new canal, and Europe may ev°a 
find its industrial'activity diminished. 
While impossible to

economic 
consequences, 
some considerations 
are mentioned. 
The day before 
the''opening of the 
canal, France, so far as transporta- 
tion is concerned, will be nearer

Summing up in effect, as far as it 


was possible in two short addresses, 
the fundamental truths of Christian- 
ity,the greatness and the importance 
of which he has striven to impress 
upon the members of his church and 
congregation during his eight years 
as pastor, the Rev. J. W. Laughlin de- 
livered two masterful sermons in fare- 
well at the Presbyterian church on 
Sunday.

pieces. He has proved his worth as 
a great preacher, and Janesville citi 
zens deeply regret that he will no 
longer fill a pulpit in this city. 
Dr. Laughlin has been minister o: 
the local Presbyterian chrch for eighi 
years. During this time he has been 
an ardent and ambitious worker in all 
lines'Of church activity and in matters, 
pertaining to the welfare of the city 
and the community as well. His ef 
forts hav? been keenly appreciated, 


On Wednesday' evening at the Pres 
byterian church parlors a reception 
will be held for Dr. and Mrs. Laugh 
lin to which members of the church 
and friends are

vited. 


"The sermon which I am to give 
this morning, dear friends, is taker 
from the same text which I preached 
to you eight years ago, when I began 
my work in this parish," said Dr 
Laughlin in" opening his morning ad 
dress. "In looking over my notes, I 
qnd that in the time I have been with 
you, 
I have referred to them many 


times; and so I airTnot going to go 
into details this morning with a long 
farewell sermon, but I shall give the 
main facts, and leave them with you 
"Pilot askeid the Jews, 'What then 


shall I do with Jesus, who is called 
Christ?' The fatal answer then came 
'Crucify Him.' 
Pilot knew, the jeal- 


ousy which prevailed at that time 
He was determined to release the 
Savior, but for this answer. Then we 
ask* the question 'Why did the Jews 
say, 'Crucify Him?' 
'.'•Following 2,000 years, this same 


question is before us again. We must 
answer it. Here is the Christ of ex- 
perience 
before us. 
Here is the 
Christ of theology before us. 
Here 
is the Christ of philosophy before us. 
Answer the question yourself. 
,'Let us trace our knowledge of the 
peoples who lived 2,000-years ago in 
Palestine, .and -we will', all discover 
that we know more about the peoples 
of the first Christian era than of any 
other race that ever lived. Why? Be- 
cause we know more about the Christ 
than of any other individual man who 
ever lived, and what we know of Him 
is reliable.

"When we review the Bible and its 
contents, we find wjiat to be the most 
important 
question? 
The divinity 
and humanity of Jesus Christ. That 
is what we find, and it is also reli- 
able. Jesus is human, just as human 
as any one of you are. He ate, slept, 
wept, grew tired just as any one of 
us do. How is it that I can open or 
close my mind at will?

that I can move my arm when my 
mind tells me to do so?

'When the banking and currency 


bill "was introduced into congress 
there were -good reasons 
why i 


should not be made merely a (rank 
attack upon property. 
It was orig 


inally made up of provisions adapted 
from the Aid rich bill, marred in the 
stealing, together with a number o 
drastic clauses supposed to be aimed 
at the alleged 'money trust' of the 
Pujo investigation. The theory open 
ly expressed was that all the eountrj 
would support the bill, in order to 
divert business from wicked Wai" 
street. 
"But the bankers of the large cities 


and especially the reserve cities, a- 
once condemned the same provisions 
in the bill that had created alarm in 
the country's financial center. 
Such 


men as Forgan, Reynolds, or 
Sol 


-\Vexler we.re manifestly not under the 
thumb of any 
money trust. The 


friends of the people were driven to 
their second line of "defense. 
Thej 
charged 
conspiracy between Wai 
street and the great cities, and ap 
pealed with confidence to the country 
banker. 
"But the country bankers repudi 


atec. the bil!; practically unanimously 
They recognized the valuable fea 
tures; they would Tiave no Bryanisrn 
or corn tassel currency, to say noth 
ing of control in the interest of partj 
politics. The country banker was 
speaking, moreover, not only for his 
depositors, but his 
borrowers; be 
cause most depositors borrow, and the 
maker of a loan simply has the 
amount transferred to the credit o 
his deposit account. A retreat to the 
third line of defense was necessary 
and a charge of conspiracy agains 
the entire banking and financial in 
terests of the country, great anc 
small, was 'made. 
It was receivec 


with a roar of laughter, from one end 
of the country to the other, and was 
instantly abandoned by the news 
paper supporters of the bill. 
"It will be seen'that by these sue 


cessive steps the friends of the peo 
pie have been 
smoked out. Th 


•money trust' argument 
was firs 


abandoned. All that remains now i 
to claim that the bill offers some 
thing to those who have not, out o 
the pockets of those who have. Thi 
should be made clear in. every con 
gressional district of the country, i 
the country is to be governed at th 
expense of every man with a few dol 
lars in die savings bank, or thetapi 
tal to run his store or his farjn, fo 
the sole benefit of those who posses 
neither thrift, capacity, industry, no 
intelligence—nothing, 
in 
fact, bu 
votes. 
"Here, then, 'is 
the issue. Any 
student of the financial history of hi 
country knows that stamping value 
on a piece of paper was ever the pop 
ulistic idea of giving something fo 
nothing to those who have 
earnec 
nothing. 
It would be complimentary 


to call the id .a socialistic. 
In prac 


tice, it would ultimately reduce al 
classes to one common level of indis 
tinguishable ruin." 
The Wall Street Journal thus clear 


ly analyzes the status' of currencj 
legislation now engaging the atten 
tion of our public servants at the na 
tional capitol: If private capital was 
seeking banking investment, it would 
be slow to place itself in the hands o 
a theorist like President Wilson or 
his

Bryan, and yet these two men are the 
power behind the throne, which today 
attempts to dictate how the great na 
tional banking system shall be ad 
ministered. The whole thing is a gl 
gantic farce, and currency legislation 
can afford to go slow.
